A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the inten/lew.

In every Instance where reconsideration Is requested in view of an Interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified In §§ 1.1 11, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademarit Office should be transacted In writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attomeys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office Is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record In the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding In relation to which there Is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional conrespondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fomi should be mailed promptly after the inten/iew rather than with the next official communication.

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal)

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomri is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding claims 2, 7, 9. and 14, examiner explained to applicant's 
representative that the limitations of these claims are not further limiting and that these features are already present in 
the independent claims which they depend from, respectively. Regarding claim 15. examiner explained to applicant's 
representative that this claim has a 35USC101 issue since the preamble only recites a recording medium and does not 
any way relate it to being a computer product residing on computer readable medium and executed by the computer. 
Regarding claim 19, examiner explained to applicant's representative that this claim is not understandable as written 
and maybe not enabled by the specifications.The first limitation of claim 19, as well as the preamble, states that three 
or more items are judged to determine the quality of an image but nowhere does it state what these items are. There 
can be a myriad of variables that can be determined about a image, such as luminance values, color, brightness, 
noise, contrast, hue, saturation, etc., but the specifications only look at four variables which are the sunset scene, the 
color image covered with a specific color, contrast and sharpness of the whole area of the image data and ,therefore, if 
this case is allowed then applicant would only get coverage for these four variables. Further, regarding claim 19, in the 
second limitation there is correction being performed on the item but since there are three or more items examiner is 
unsure which item is being corrected. Further, regarding claim 19, as written, examiner is unsure if the color cast is 
being judged and if this would be the third item being judged. Examiner explained to applicant's representative that that 
only two variables are being judged (contrast and sharpness) and there is not a third or more as the preamble and first 
claim limitation requires. Also examiner explained that the color cast is not enabled by the specfications because this 
is not one of the variables that applicant's instant invention analyzes and is not found anywhere in the specifications as 
originally filed. Examiner reads the color cast as a color given to an image and does not take color cast as equivalent to 
"the color image covered with a specific color." . 
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
